Let Us pletely separate and apart 
from us. This was no isolated 

incident, for it is happening 

Hold with some frequency these days. 
We have been called cranks, crack- 

pots, fanatics, and ever heretics; we 

have been scorned, ridiculed and ignored; 

yet our impact has been felt and our vitality has 
been sought. It is neither a boast nor an exag- 
geration to say that we have profoundly influenced 
our day—far more than the people of today realize. 

Now a strange possibility faces us. After having 
borne the abuse of unbelief because of our beliefs, 
we stand in danger of watching others take over those 
beliefs while they are diminished among us. After 
having impressed our day with the truth of Pente- 
costal faith, will we watch others accept and em- 
phasize them more and more while we de-emphasize 
them? It could happen. 

There are three points that distinguish the Pente- 
costal movement. These distinctives have been the 
divisive element between us and the world and be- 
tween us and the so-called “main-stream” of the 
church: 

1. The baptism of the Holy Ghost 
2. The gifts of the Spirit 
3. Holiness 


Now there is a revival of these three points in a 
great many non-Pentecostal churches. These points 
were not anew with us; God raised us up to keep 
faith alive after the churches had set them aside. 
Yet in our day they are our distinctive qualities; for 
them we have been reviled and persecuted. It would 
be most tragic if we should let those who once dis- 
owned us because of them now stress them more 
than we do. Faith in them has been revived and we 
must not allow ourselves to become complacent; if 
our emphasis should decrease while the emphasis of 
others increases, then we will lose our distinction. 
Others would then be Pentecostal in faith and we 
only in name. 


1. Baptism of the Holy Ghost. 

Our particular care here is that we should not 
neglect the deeper life of the Spirit. We rightly stress 
the physical and phenomenal aspect of the spiritual 
life, but we must not neglect the deep and abiding 


spiritual life. The blessedness of the Holy Ghost is 
found not only in the obvious and the sensory. We 
may accept the joy and ecstacy and yet ignore or 
fail to recognize the presence of the Spirit in quiet- 
ness and sobriety. Our particular danger is not that 
we will ever fail to preach receiving the Baptism and 
speaking in tongues, but that we will not go on from 
there into the profound, unutterable richness and 
fullness of the Spirit. Our concern should be that we 


go far enough and deep enough. We must take care 
itual in our habits, our reactions, our thoughts, our 
conversation, our attitudes, and not only in our sen- 
by the Spirit, but also our minds and our hearts.

3. Holiness. 


What a tragic situation could develop here. For 75 
years we have been “holiness people,” a term shunned 
by others but accepted by us. Thank God that we are 
holiness people. But are we? Bearing the name is 
not enough. Recently I was in an interdenominational 
meeting with a number of nominal church representa- 
tives and one other holiness member. The one who 
bore the name of holiness was the gilded worlding of 
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the group—so ashamed of the name holiness that 
every effort had been made to appear otherwise. 
Holiness is a way of living; it has been from the 
beginning a distinguishing belief of the Church of 
God. Now there is holiness emphasis on every hand. 
We must not decrease our emphasis while others in- 
crease theirs. It could be done if we are not very 
careful. Perhaps it was a reproach at one time to be 
called “holiness people”—at least those who used the 
term intended it to be—but it is a far greater re- 
proach when those we call nominal Christians are

Neutrality does not suf- 
fice for the warrior; nor does spec- 
ulation about the outcome change 
or divert the course of events. The 
world wrestles with its problems 
with a fruitless FANCY—“We can 
do the job alone.” 

Goliath cursed David as a mite 
of an Israelite. Goliath is repre- 
sentative of worldly speculation. It 
reckons in terms of magnitude, 
might, and man’s mentality. It 
looks with profound respect “on the 
outward appearance” without con- 
sidering stout hearts, stirred emo- 
tions and solid faith. With unbelief 
it poses mighty armies and a 
naughty mien. It places its faith 
implicitly in the surgeon and his 
scalpel without regarding the su- 
premacy of the Spirit. 

The atheist sneers and denies 
God’s existence, but death is dumb 
to his denials. Goliath scorns a 
mite of a man—David—but does 
not consider the Master of men. 
Educators and philosophers, in 
their speculations, fumble and 
fume with their hypothetical me- 
anderings, while God foreknows, 
foresees and foredetermines. What 
fancy of man can determine Him 
“Who hath measured the waters in 


G> HAS BECOME a divine im- 
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the hollow of his hand, and meted 
out heaven with the span, and com- 
prehended the dust of the earth 
in a measure .. .”? (Isaiah 40:12). 
The scepticism and presumption of 
man is borne out by Biblical pre- 
cept: 

Judas—whose paltry sum of 
silver was not sufficient pay 
for a diabolical scheme that 
brought about a horrible death. 

Jezebel—who faced the cer- 
tain admonition, “Vengeance is 
mine; I will repay, saith the 
Lord” (Romans 12:19). 

Nebuchadnezzar — whose 
haughty hatred brought a hab- 
itation and diet of grass. 


This foolish fancy must give way 
to the positive truth: “For God is 
the King of all the earth” (Psalm 
47:7). These false assumptions do 
not deny or distort the FACT that 
“God can do it alone.” 

The parted Jordan, the angelic 
onslaught against Assyrian might, 
the fiery destruction of Sodom and 
Gomorrah all give evidence that 
God is not a slave of the universe, 
but the matchless Maker and the 
Sovereign Sustainer of His Cre- 
ation. Mocking infidelity and scath- 
ing denunciations are not denials 
of God’s ability. Transformed hu- 
manity and spiritual realities are 
the strongest proof of God’s great- 
ness.

Rejoice! For thrones of dema- 
gogues—Neros, Stalins, Hitlers, Her- 
ods—have become vacant objects of 
scorn, leaving a place for the mil- 
lennial throne of the Messiah.

For the darkest shades of 
night come just before the dawn— 
the appearance of the Bright and 
Morning Star. Rejoice! For the typ- 
ical, temporary, and timely are 
foreshadowings of the Eternal and 
Everlasting. 


Let the machinations of miser- 
able humanity attribute to Him the 
“glory and majesty, dominion and 
power, both now and ever” (Jude 
25). 

But the blessed fact of God’s abil- 
ity does not deny the divine FRA- 
TERNITY—“God using mortal 
men.” The hosts of Israelites 
shouted, “The sword of the Lord 
and of Gideon.” God used the 
prophetic thunder of Elijah to dis- 
engage the stronghold of the Baal- 
ites. A converted unbeliever, Paul, 
turned captive and commonplace 
creatures into converted and 
crowned creations.

MISSIONARY TO GERMANY 


F IT IS TRUE that one pic- 
ture is worth ten thousand 
words, then it is even more 


true that one testimony for Christ 
lived is worth ten thousand spoken. 


Not long ago a wealthy oil man 
stood on a busy street in a Euro- 
pean city. He was talking about 
Christ. He seemed to neither see 
nor hear the traffic and noise 
around him. He spoke in a moved 
way and said, “I’m not contented 
with what I’m doing for Christ. I 
must somehow act Christ; speak 
Christ that all men might become 
aware of Him in me. I must live 
Christ in a perfect manner. May 
God help me to live Christ before 
my fellow men.” Those liste to 
him felt and saw Christ in him 
even as he spoke. 


This same man would make his 
purchases in the very best shops. 
He ate in the most lavish restau- 
rants and with each payment he 
quietly and unobtrusively oe 
a scripture or message of hope 
among the bills he offered for pay- 
ment. He left a testimony for 
Christ wherever he went. 

An elegant Christian woman 
once condescended to attend a 
humble tent revival, whereupon she 
was asked to give her testimony. 
She did so most grandly and theat- 
rically. In closing she said that 
she was so ashamed of the empty 
benches facing her because the 
expressed failure on someone’s part. 
She seemed genuinely distressed 
about the poor attendance. The 
dear lady didn’t return for even 
one more service. Her distress was 
either short-lived or not real at all. 


While visiting in a certain city 
on the East coast of the United 
States, I was invited to the home 
of an elderly couple. They wanted 
to treat me to a meal in a special 
restaurant. We started out walking, 
and I soon noticed the old man 
lagging behind. I discovered him 
placing tracts in baby carriages, 
cars, or kindly handing them to the 
es gr he met. He did so with such 
ove that not one person rejected 
his tract. The old man’s face was 
aglow. His pockets bulged with 
tracts and good ones at that. Later 
I learned that a great deal of his 
income goes into this work. He 
carefully screens all the material 


he receives for distribution. Some- 
how he looked as though he were 
breaking bread and passing it out 
to hungry people. It was so attrac- 
tive that my little boy begged to 
be allowed to help hand out tracts 
too. For the whole distance to the 
restaurant, the old man and little 
pd joyfully distributed those valu- 
able gems. 

We reached a restaurant that 
was a paradise. Calm and beauty 
was everywhere. As we sought a 
table, the old man was greeted by 
many diners and waiters alike. He 
introduced me to another old man, 
who was seated, and I saw that 
the two were fast friends. The old 
man seated was the owner of the 
restaurant. Over a period of time 
I learned how many young and old 
alike are treated to some great 
kindness from dear Brother Erich- 
sen of Baltimore, Maryland. 

He is a quiet and gentle old man, 
but when one is with him he knows 
he is also in Christ’s presence. He 
has truly lived Christ in a most 
beautiful way for years, but soon 
he will go to reign with his Lord 
for whom he has lived so well. 

How ashamed I was recently 
made to feel. A tour of Americans 
had traveled over a great part of 
the world and the end of the tour 
was reached in Europe. These, on 
this particular tour, attended a re- 
ligious convention where we were 
also present. 

A certain elderly man was al- 
ways about and underfoot smiling 
and talking. He wasn’t so well 
dressed. Different ones on the tour 
with him spoke slightingly of him 
and his talking. Later I learned 
that he was to be our car guest 
for a good distance. I dreaded to 
be his unwilling audience for so 
long. He didn’t look like much 
either. 

Our trip began and he started 
to talk. I found myself listening 
most attentively to a man whose 
every word carried a message of 
Christ’s love. He talked with great 
ease of his work among the rough 
and rowdy children of city. He 
had literature which he distributed 
everywhere. Never a poor or needy 
person went unnoticed by him. Un- 
scrupulous people had him 
shamefully at every turn, but he 
kept joy and peace in His Lord. 


He had been overcharged and tak- 
en advantage of so often that his 
finances were low, but he left an 
offering for one of our pastors in 
France where we visited. 

As I heard his continual praise to 
the Lord, I became ashamed and 
felt it a ee privilege to be trav- 
eling with him. 

After a time I unpacked a lunch 
and divided it with our comaeny. 
As I offered him food he smilingly 
said, “Oh, early this morning I got 
prepared for this trip. I have a 
lunch and enough for all of you.” 
reed then divided his lunch around 


Whenever we stopped, he soon 
had a circle of children around 
him. They would follow him and 
he would tell them about Jesus. 
Children know and recognize Christ 
in a person more quickly than any 
other. In this man they felt Christ, 
and Pao near the warm fire 
of love. S man truly lived Christ! 

When the time came we hated to 
have him leave us as he had en- 
riched our lives. 


Today I was truly humbled by 
my little neighbor. He is a boy’s 
boy. He is loud-mouthed and al- 
ways dirty. He is forever doing 
something to irritate me, and of- 
ten I’ve fussed him out properly 
for his naughty tricks. But today 
I allowed him to come inside and 
play. He was sprawled out on the 
floor at my feet playing with cars 
and blocks. I had given him cook- 
ies, and he seemed very happy. 
He somehow wanted to reach my 
heart so he told about three big 
bee gr in a row. I promptly cor- 
rected him when he told me that 
he had been to New York. He 
dropped his head and said he 
guessed he’d only dreamed it. Then 
he looked up at me and said, “Mrs. 
Lauster, do you like it here in this 
house? Do you like to live here?” 
I replied that I didn’t like it too 
well. He answered, “I would be so 
pleased and happy and contented 
to live here.” For a few seconds I 
was speechless. I realized that 
somehow in spite of the times I had 
fussed with him that my love for 
dirty little boys had shone through, 
and the love of Christ had some- 
how been revealed to him in my 
home. It was one of the greatest 
compliments I have ever received. 


Do you know what Christianity 
means? It means, “God in man.” 
This wicked world is dying for real 
Christianity. They have heard what 
we have had to say. They have 
read what we have written about 
Christ. They have heard what we 
have sung about Christ, but none 
of this is enough to convince them. 

They must see “God in man.” In 
short: they must see “God in you.”

V/s suddenly as “an 
unexpected occurrence.” 
Many lives have been changed for 
the better—suddenly; many for- 
tunes have been won—suddenly; 
and tragedy has struck many lives, 
causing them to be ushered into 
eternity without God—suddenly. 

There are three incidents that 
can come within the next twenty- 
four hours that can bring calamity, 
shipwreck and loss of the never- 
dying soul to those that are not 
ready to meet God. 

“Babylon is suddenly fallen and 
destroyed” (Jeremiah 51:8). This 
prophecy was fulfilled in Daniel, 
the fifth chapter, when it seemed 
that Babylon was at her greatest 
strength and glory. Babylon was a 
world power; she had enjoyed 
prestige and fear such as no other 
nation had known to that time. 
She was haughty and high minded 
and thought that her glory and 
power rested with her independ- 
ently. This Babylon, with her forty- 
foot-thick wall and victorious ar- 
mies, was—or so Belshazzar 
thought—impenetrable and invin- 
cible. After Daniel interpreted the 
handwriting on the wall, the Bi- 
ble says, “In that night was Bel- 
shazzar the king of the Chaldeans 
slain and Darius the Median took 
the kingdom.” As Jeremiah the 
prophet foretold about sixty years 
before, Babylon was suddenly de- 
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stroyed. 

There have been many great na- 
tions like Babylon, and we have 
seen their downfall and ruin. Their 
downfall has not been altogether 
the armies of their enemies, but 
rather reward of their sins as a 
nation against God. Their weak- 
ness has been from within. 

There is a saying that history 
repeats itself, and we know this to 
be true. An historian has said that 
man’s history is like the waves of 
the ocean: a wave will roll over 
and then go under and is not seen 
by the eye anymore, but yet will 
appear on the surface at another 
time and place. History is like this, 
except it has different nations and 
characters and there is an elapse 
of time; yet, the sins and the 
events are the same. 

There is the moral of all hu- 

man tales; ’tis but the re- 

hearsal of the past, first free- 
dom, then glory--when that 
fails—wealth, vice, corruption 
and then barbarism at last. 

And history, with all her vol- 

umes vast, hath but one page. 

I would like to compare the 
United States with Babylon. God 
surely has raised us up for His 
glory as He did Babylon. Our na- 
tion was settled by people who 
sought religious freedom. Some of 
the greatest revivals and reforms 
have started in this country. We 
were in a holiness revival while Eu- 


rope was basking in agnosticism 
and humanism, Our missionaries 
have taken the gospel to almost 
every country and dialect they can. 
We have been very benevolent to- 
ward less fortunate countries with 
our food commodities. We are try- 
ing to feed, clothe and teach the 
world a better way of life. Our 
money even tells all who use it 
where to put their faith; but, yet, 
our country is one of the most sin- 
ful and wicked nations existing to- 
day. We are supposed to be a Chris- 
tian nation, but it seems we have 
forgotten God. We have left a per- 
sonal relationship with God and 
substituted a social gospel, a good- 
works and do-good-to-our-fellow- 
man philosophy. 

The majority of ministers preach 
a diluted, adulterated gospel that 
dulls the intellect and soothes a 
condemned conscience. Isaiah 29:- 
13 aptly mirrors the ways of our 
majority, “Forasmuch as this peo- 
ple draw near me with their mouth, 
and with their lips do honour me, 
but have removed their heart far 
from me, and their fear toward 
me is taught by the precept of 
men.” We have lulled ourselves to 
complacency with the idea that 
God will not let another nation 
destroy us because we are a Chris- 
tian nation. I point you to the 
history of Israel and the other na- 
tions God has raised up for His 
glory and the furtherance of the 
gospel that have rebelled against 
His truth and righteousness. They 
are a testimony to whether or not

Today, our world is facing the 
greatest crisis in its history. The 
race between East and West for 
nuclear powered weapons, that will 
destroy a whole continent, will 
one day come to a head. Already, 
Russia has weapons that can kill 
one hundred million people in less 
than twenty-four hours. Red China 
is calling for war while Russia is 
biding her time, waiting to pounce 
on her prey. 

We here in the United States are 
wanting peace, and Russia says 
that they want peace; but the Bi- 
ble says, “For when they shall say, 
peace and safety; then sudden de- 
struction cometh upon them.” 
“War to the hilt between Capital- 
ism and Communism is inevitable 

. to win we shall need the ele- 
ment of surprise. The bourgeois will 
have to be put to sleep. So we will 
begin by launching the most spec- 
tacular peace movement on record. 
There will be electrifying overtures 
and unheard-of concessions. The 
capitalist countries, stupid and de- 


cadent, will rejoice to cooperate in 
their own destruction. They will 
leap at another chance to be 
friends. As soon as their guard is 
down, we will smash them with 
our clinched fist.” These are Com- 
munism’s plans for the United 
States and the free world, as 
quoted from a speech at the Lenin 
School of Political Warfare in Mos- 
cow in 1930 by Dimitri Z. 
Manuilsky, a big-time Communist. 
To see if this plan of his has been 
going according to schedule, all we 
have to do is read the history of 
the last five years and especially 
the promises they are giving now. 

If war is inevitable, and who can 
say whether it is or not, then the 
best preparation we can make is 
to be sure we are ready to meet 
the Lord. Our best defense will be 
prayer and committing our soul 
to Him who does know the future. 

The next thing I want to point 
out to you that can fall suddenly 
upon you without warning is 
DEATH. “For man also knoweth 
not his time: as the fishes that 


are taken in an evil net, and as 
the birds that are caught in the 
Snare; so are the sons of men 
snared in an evil time, when it 
falleth suddenly upon them” (Ec- 
clesiastes 9:12). “And thy life shall 
hang in doubt before thee; and 
thou shalt fear day and night, and 
shalt have none assurance of thy 
life” (Deuteronomy 28:66). 

The time of death is a secret; 
it may come unexpectedly and tear 
us away from our cowning 
achievements and the luster of 
fame. Death may catch us just 
when we are comtemplating ac- 
cepting Christ as our Saviour, but 
deciding to wait for a more con- 
venient season so that the pleas- 
ures of sin may be enjoyed a little 
while longer. Putting Christ off un- 
til a more convenient time is tak- 
ing more people to hell than any- 
thing. If death doesn’t catch up 
with them, there comes a neg- 
lecting of Him, then a rejecting 
of Him, and finally, a despising of 
Him and all that He stands for. 
You cannot be neutral. You are 
either for Him or against Him. 
“He that is not with me is against 
me: and he that gathereth not 
with me scattereth” (Luke 11:23). 

We were not placed here 0n this 
earth to satisfy ourselves with 
worldly pleasures or to seek for 
our own gain, but rather to wor- 
ship our God and to prepare our- 
selves and others for eternity. 
Death is to the child of God a 
walking from darkness into light, 
a walking from darkest night into 
eternal day. The sinner is living in 
his day now, but soon will come the 
eternal night of despair and tor- 
ment, and what does he gain down 
here for this—a few moments of 
pleasure. What a price to pay for 
something so cheap! What a gam- 
ble! And the stakes are so high 
and costly. “Remember now thy 
Gee. so 
“Determined are the days that fly 

successive o’er thy head; 
The number’d hour is on the wing 
that lays thee with the dead.” 

“Watch ye there: .. . Lest com- 
ing suddenly he find you sleeping” 
(Mark 13:35, 36). “And take heed 
to yourselves, lest at any time your 
hearts be overcharged with sur- 
feiting, and drunkenness, and cares 
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of this life, and so that day come $ 
upon you unawares. For as a snare ¢ 
shall it come on all them that 
dwell on the face of the whole 
earth. Watch ye therefore, and 
pray always, that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all these 
things that shall come to pass, and 
to stand before the Son of man” 
(Luke 21:34-36). 

The third event that can bring 
disaster to a person that is not 


living for God whether he be a | 


professing Christian or a sinner, 
is the sudden coming of Christ to 
catch away His Bride. His first 
advent caught the Jewish nation 
unprepared because of unbelief, 
self-righteousness and adulter- 
ating the Word of God. His second 


advent is going to be an unex-$ 


pected occurrence for some as He 
is to come as a “thief in the night.” 
He warns us not to be asleep, and 
I believe this sleep would be in- 
difference, unconscious to reality 
and a listlessness to spirituality. 
Christ warns the church in Luke 
21 that when He comes again, if 
we are to stand before the Son of 
man, our lives must be free from 
surfeiting, drunkenness and the 
cares of this life. It is this self- 


indulgence that is sapping the} 


strength of the individual Chris- 
tian and dulling his senses toward 
the impending advent of Christ. 

Awake! O Christian, and take an 
inventory of your personal experi- 
ence with Christ, “lest coming sud- 
denly, he find you sleeping.” 

Sinner, if you think it is hard 
to get saved now cr hard to live 
a Christian life now, what will it 
be after the rapture when this 
snare that Christ speaks about in 
verse 35 puts you in bondage to 
the Satanic forces that will rule 
then. 

In conclusion, I would like to go 
back to my text, Proverbs 29:1, “He, $ 
that being often reproved harden- $ 
eth his neck, shall suddenly be de- ¢ 
stroyed, and that without remedy.” 
You, who have been reproved by 
the prayers and lives of godly par- 
ents, the calling of the Lord, the | 
wooing of the Spirit, the warnings 
of the Word of God and a com-; 
demned conscience, beware lest ye 
be destroyed suddenly!

As its 
Head, Christ controls, guides and 
directs the church through this 
world. The church is vital to the 
existence of Christianity. In times 
of crisis and testing, men turn to 
the church for solace. This is a 
sleepy age. It is so much easier to 
be content than to stir oneself to 
activity. If the church is asleep, 
having no message from the Lord, 
utter darkness will prevail. 

There are many causes for the 
spiritual lethargy’ abounding in 
the land. The Bible has been neg- 
lected so often that men are un- 
able to realize they are asleep. It 
has become a laughingstock to 
people to hear what some Bibles 
are used for; namely, a picture of 
some member of the family, a lock 
of hair, a recipe, a parking ticket, 
etc. What a tragedy to fail to read 
God’s Word, leaving off the very 
sustenance the soul requires. Man 
cannot live by bread alone in this 
age any more than when Jesus 
spoke the words while He was on 
earth. 

Just as a mariner must have his 
chart and compass to steer him 
straight, the Christian must have 
God’s Word to arouse his spiritual 
senses. Some have discarded the 
Sword of the Lord, turning to in- 
ferior weapons. We will never be 
able to win in the battle against 
evil without the proper equipment. 
Under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, we are able to ard our- 
selves against the onslaughts of 
the devil. The mercies of God will 
pass by the door of your heart if 
you become drowsy at the post. A 
radiant landscape of = spiritual 
worth is within our reach if we will 
gain directions toward it from the 














Word of God. We need a wide- 
awake attentiveness to divine 
things. The holy love of God must 
flood our intellectual faculties if 
we are to appreciate spiritual val- 
ues. 

“The law of the Lord is perfect, 
converting the soul: the testimony 
of the Lord is sure, making wise 
the simple” (Psalm 19:7). 

Prayer is a lost art in the court 
of the world, but in the commun- 
ion of prayer to God, battles may 
be won which are impossible any 
other way. Joy will dawn in the 
heart as the sweet odors of our 
prayers ascend to God’s throne. 
Prayer does not mean great phrases 
or oratory—it is simply talking to 
our heavenly Father, laying bare 
the soul to Him. As we humble 
ourselves under His mighty hand, 
in obedience and faith, our peti- 
tions will be granted. As we praise 
and thank Him from a heart of 
love, celestial sunshine will flood 
our whole being. In adoration to 
Jesus for His goodness and mercy, 
we climb to spiritual heights of 
purity and love. 

Ordinary men in the Bible be- 
came spiritual giants through 
prayer. Elijah prayed such an ef- 
fectual prayer that God gave him 
the keys to open and shut heaven 
for a period of time. Jacob was a 
“supplanter,” but he got his name 
changed as he wrestled in penitent 
prayer. The prayers of the church 
opened jail doors for the apostles. 
A mother’s prayer gave a Samuel 
to Israel. Abraham, through prayer, 
gained a son, an heir to righteous- 
ness. Many others have been re- 
warded in humanly impossible 
ways through the medium of 
prayer. 

Indifference stalks the world as 
the forces of evil become more 
prominent. The multitudes are 
turning a deaf ear to the cause of 
Christ. Far from being some sweep- 
ing force, salvation is not even re- 
garded as essential to the indif- 
ferent one. He is unroused by the 
siren call to awaken to righteous- 
ness, continuing to wallow in his 
—. People in this condition 
must be made to realize the grave 
danger ahead. Unless the church 
and her constituents possess the 
drawing power for God, great num- 
bers 1 be lost. The church that 
is indifferent to soul-winning is 
asleep. In order to remain spirit-

The attractions of sin may be 
great and worldly amusements may 
pacify the lusts of the flesh for a 
while, but in the end, the reward 
is death. The noble soul will never 
sacrifice himself on the altars of 
pleasure. It is better to remain 
aloof from the devil than to have 


to salvage the ruins of life later. 

There is no greater experience 
than that of a soul laying hold 
upon God, ascending from the 
depths of sin to spiritual heights 
with God. The heavenly habit of 
guarding the heart, preventing the 
entrance of evil, will pay great 
dividends in the end. The Spirit of 
God will de us on our earthly 
journey. ough the Word of God 
we are able to glimpse the City of 
God. The music of heaven, sound- 
ing out from the pages of the Bible, 
is sweet to the ears of the heavenly 
citizen. We strain our ears and wait 
with bated breath for our sum- 
mons to come | higher. Let us 
never be caught off guard. We must 


be wide awake and on the alert 
to go when Jesus calls.

Juvenile Delinquency 
Continues on Increase 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP)—Ju- 
venile delinquency continued to rise 
in 1960, reaching the worst level 
yet recorded. 

So says FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover. 

Mr. Hoover says juvenile arrests 
accounted for nearly all the in- 
crease in arrests that made 1960 
the worst year for crime in the his- 
tory of the United States. Arrests of 
those under the age of 18 in- 
creased by nine per cent, while ar- 
—_ over 18 increased only one per 
cent. 

In the last five years, the FBI 
report shows, arrests of youths 17 
= under have increased 46 per 
cent. 

In the last five years: Arrests of 
juveniles for forgery and counter- 
feiting have increased 82 per cent 
. . . arrests for driving while in- 
toxicated, 65 per cent... sex of- 
fenses, 41 per cent . . murder, 
37 r cent ... burglary, 44 per 
cent ...and assaults, 58 per cent. 

Arrests of girls under 18 in- 
creased by 14 per cent and the se- 
riousness of offenses against girls 
also rose proportionately. Arrests of 
boys increased by eight per cent. 


Israeli Parliament Urged to 
Act Against Christian Missions 

TEL AVIV (EP)—The Israeli Par- 
liament has been urged to take 
legal measures against the activ- 
ities of Christian missions in the 
country. The appeal was made by 
Rabbi Menachem Parusch, delegate 
to the ultra-Orthodox Agudat Is- 
rael Party, who contended that 
missionary activities were “a men- 
ace to the state.” - 

Directing his criticism primarily 
against on schools, Rabbi Pa- 
rusch told Parliament that 1,485 
children are attending Christian 
institutions.
